His Majeſty was pleaſed 
this day in Council to Declare His Royal Will and Pleaſure, That in all Prayers for the Royal Fa- 
mily, the Perſons particularly to be Prayed tor, be thus named and expreſſed, Our Gracious Queen 
Mary, (atherine the Queen Dowager, His Royal Highnels the Prince of Wales, and their Royal 
Highneſſes Mary Princeſs of Orange, and the Princeſs Anne of Denmark, and all the Royal Family, 
And His Majeſty doth ſtraitly Charge and Command, That no Edition of the Book of Common 
Praver be from henceforth Printed but with theſe Amendments, and that in the mean time, till Copies 
of ſuch Edition may be had, all Parſons, Vicars and Curates within this Realm do (for the prevent- 
ing of Miſtakes) with the Pen Correct and Amend all ſuch Prayers in their Church Books, accord- 
ing to the foregoing Directions. And for the better Notice hereof, T hat this Order be forthwith Prinr-. 
ed and Publiſhed, and ſent to the ſeveral Pariſhes, and that the Right Reverend the Biſhops take care, 
that Obedience be paid to Mc Ame accordingly, within their reſpective Dtocefles.
